DR. ADLER PASSES AWAY 

LONDON—Dr. Herman Adler, 
rabbi of the United Hebrew congrega- 
tions of the British empire, passed away 
today. 

He was born at Hanover, Germany, 
the aon of Chief Rabbi Nathan Marcus 
Adler, and came to London with his 
father at the age of 6 years. He studied 
at University College, took his B. A. 
degree at the University of London and 
that of Ph. D. at Leipzig. 

In the following vear, 1862, he was 
ordained rabbi by the famous Rapo- 
port, chief rabbi of Prague, and became 
in succession principal of the Jews’: col- 
lege in London and chief minister of 
the Bayswater synagogue. 

In 1890, his father, the chief 
died, and Dr. Adler was elected in his 
place and,instaed June 23, 1891. The 
ceremonies wére the most imposing in 
the history ‘of English Judaism. 

The lord mayor of London, Rt. Hon. 
Joseph Savory, attended in state, and 
many members of Parliament, several of 
the Rothschild family, Chief, Rabbi Kahu 
of France and many of the most wealthy 
and influential English bankers were 
present, as were the lady mayoress and 
a number of peeresses. 

The Rev. Dr. Adler was escorted to 
his seat beside the ark with much cere- 
mony and display by Baron Rothschild. 

Dr. Adler was well known not only 
by his powerful and scholarly. writings, 
but by his work among the poorer Jews 
of London.

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AUSSIA'S: NEW ARMY. 
ACT NOT TO EXEMPT 
CONS OF WEALTHY 


ST. PETERSBURG—In 1912, the cen- 
tenary of the year dearest to the Rus- 
sian army, when with her peasants and 
her patience and her snows she wore 
down and disabled finally the legend of 
Napoleon's invincibility, the Czar’s new 
army act comes into force. 

It, replaces the system which has fur- 
nished the men for the wars of a gen- 
eration past. It has passed both houses 
and now in the hands of the civil 
and military authorities. 

The army act defines those who are 
liable for service and who are exempt 
and for what reason and who may serve 
reduced terms. It is the legislative part 
of the army reorganization which has 
been going on for the last three years. 

Russia has now nearly 3,000,000 men 
armed and enlisted ready for active ser- 
vice. She has abolished the reserve as 
it existed in the last war. 

The average age of the fighting force 
on Russia’s side in her next war will be 
considerably younger and the educational 
attainments considerably higher. 

The chief feature of the new act is 
the doing away with exemptions for 
sons of the well-to-do who can produce 
an educational diploma showing that 
they have passed an upper school or uni- 
versity examination. 

The vear's supply of recruits will be 
called up October. Local condi- 
tions, such as the harvest, may justify 
an extension of a fortnight. Conscripts 
for the navy will be chosen preferably 
from youths whose upbringing has given 
them some familiarity with shipping. 

Active service in land army is 
fixed at three vears for infantry and 
field artillery; four years for cavalry, 
engineers, and other technical branches. 
Five years is the term of service in the 
fleet, with five years in the reserve. 

The following are completely exempt 
from military service: Clergymen of all 
Christian confessions or Christian sects 
which are recognized by the government; 
university professors and tutors and 
scholars sent abroad at government ex- 
pense for educational purposes.

In addition to acting as a free employ- 
ment bureau for college women, it wil 
have as its object, the investigation and 
development of opportunities for women, 
|the increase of their efficiency in occupa- 
‘tion’, the formation of close relations 
with colleges, and the informing ef un- 
dergraduates along lines which will 
assist them to make a free and wise 
choice of, occupations. 

The president of the board of directors 
of this bureau is Miss Mary A. Van 
Kleeck, a graduate of Smith, who is 
secretary apd general investigator for 
the committee on women’s work under 
the Sage foundation. 

“There is no greater waste,” said Miss 
Van Kleeck the other day, in a talk 
with a New York Times reporter, “in 
our present industrial system than that 
of the energies of ‘women recently 
graduated from college. For some timé 
there have been bureaus which secure 
employment* for the graduates of* men’s 
colleges. But a woman coming from 
college has no idea where to look for a 
place in the particular line that she 
wishes to take up. She has no idea 
where to get her training for. that par-

ticular occupation. She must drift 
‘about, sometimes for years, before she 
‘finds the place for which she is looking, 
and possibly may never find it at all. 

“Of the eight colleges which are par- 
| ticipating so far in this movement, there 
jare 1500 graduates yearly. Of course, 
}not all of these women take up pur- 
suits. We do not know the number of 
college women who go into work. That 
is one thing that we intend-to find out. 

The mere fact that a large percentage 
of the women are in the teaching profes- 
sion is an indication of the waste of 
energy among women college graduates 
who are looking for pursuits. 

“IT do not want to be understood as in 
any way reflecting upon the usefulness 
and nobility of the teaching profession, 
but there is no doubt about it that few 
college women want to make that their 
life occupation. The simple explanation 
of the reason that so many women take 
up what, to them, is the distasteful occu- 
pation of teaching, is just this: it is the 
only thing they see open for them when 
they, leave college. During their senior 
year they are flooded with letters from 
employment agencies offering them posi- 
tions as instructors. If they must earn 
their living, they accept one of these 
offers, in the hope that it will tide them 
over until such time as they can find an 
opening leading to the place they desire. 

“The bureau which we have organized 
is going to eliminate entirely this waste 
of time and energy.”

AKE VELVET AUMONIERE. BAG 


For edging get gold and silver galon 


HE velvet aumoniere bags edged with 


gold and silver galon can be made at 


fashion: 
Purchase one half yard of tailor’s can- 


velvet and of silk for lining. Cut out 
front part of your bag in the: velvet 
and turn it around the edges over the 
same shaped piece of canvas. Edge this 
all round except at the top with gold or 
silver furnicure galon. If-you want to 
make it very smart, put a little braiding 
on it in tinsel rat’s tail cord. 

Then from the velvet cut the , back 
part of your bag with thé envelope flap 
in one with it. Line this also with 
tailor’s canvas, and edge the flap with 
galon and braid it to match the front 


Now put the two pieces together and 
over sew them at the edges. To hide 
the stitches put on a piece of narrow tin- 


sel cord. Get two yards of thick tinsel 
cord. Tie a knot at each end and sew 
this knot on to the top of the bag at 
either side. 

‘ Now seam up the linimg of the bag 
and put it in position in the bag and 


slip-stitch it along the edge of the bag | 


and of the flap. 

A press buttén is the best thing to 
use as a fastening, though it looks well 
to have a braided button sewn on_ just 
beneath the edge of the. flap by which 
the flap appears to be secured. 

The right way to mark a design for 
braiding is to draw it out on paper, 
doing one side first and tracing the 
other through, so as to be sure to get 
it even. Next pencil this pattern on 
to a piece of white stiff muslin. Now 
place this on the velvet and outline it 
with a yellow chalk pencil. The chalk 
goes through the interstices of the mus- 
lin and the design is traced on the vel- 
vet.

MEXICO PRESIDENT

MEXICO CITY—Friction has appeared 
between Francisco I. Madero, leader of 
the late successful revolution against the 
Diaz government, and President de la 
Barra. The break came Monday when 
Gustavo Madero, brother of Francisco, 
and Juan Sanchez, the revolutionary 
leader's private secretary, called upon 
President de la Barra for the purpose of 
presenting protests against the govern- 
ment, which, Madero asserts, has per- 
mitted the recent outbreaks throughout 
the republic, notably that at Puebla last 
week. 

The protestants say that de la Barra 
has been weak and that his indifference 
toward the affairs of the republic has 
been the cause of many of the old Diaz 
officials remaining in office. This, it is 
alleged, has caused the conflicts between 
them and the Maderists. 

The belief is growing here that the 
approaching election will be another of 
the farees such were known under 
the Diaz regime. Madero is at present 
the only candidate for the presidency, 
and he seems to be discouraging all other 
candidates.

on a phase of the great novelist’s career which is of supreme interest 
to not a few persons renewing their study of the man’s meaning 
at this centenary season. There are other essayists, other poets, 
and even other writers of fiction of the Victorian era to whom 
many persons will turn insfinctively before they -will to Thackeray. 
But there is no one comparable with him as a satirist, no one who 
did such effective work in exposing the efforts of social “climbers” 
to rise by devices sordid and mean, and no one who so faithfully 
depicted the shortcomings of aristocrats and bourgeois at their worst. 

Generations come and go, but the genus snob is not yet 
extinct. _ Contemporary England and America are fields for the 
display of the aping and posing attitude, not a whit less prevalent 
because the proletariat are now close on the heels of the middle 
class, and wealth is displayed and talked about as never before 
by the average public journal. Instead of fewer there are probably 
more snobs in the world today than ever before, for the simple 
reason that the possibility of alteration of social status is ‘greater.

The Pittsburg testing station of the bureau, 
it is claimed, has succeeded in making bri- 
quettes of lignite mined in California, Texas 
and North Dakota, without the use of a 
binding material. The cost of pitch used for 
binding has heretofore stood in the way of successful manufacture 
of this fuel. According to the bulletin prepared by Charles L. 
Wright, the approximate cost per ton of briquettes manufactured 
under the new process, loaded on cats from a briquette plant at 
the mines, will be $2.51 in Texas, $3.53 in North Dakota and $5.24 
in California. 

Texas, of course, is one of the states most deeply interested 
in the lignite experiments. In no other part of ‘the country have 
they been watched with greater interegt. (Time and again Texas 
has felt that the solution of one of her greatest problems was on 
the point of being reached, but time and again hope has been 
deferred. To a degree Texas has lost faith in the briquette, but, 
as the Dallas Morning News remarks, apropos of the latest report 
of the bureau of mines, “the fulfilment of this promise would be a 
matter of too much moment to Texas to permit skepticism to rob 
us of the hope so long as it is animated by a single spark of reason.”’ 

It is regrettable that the confidence of Texas in lignite should 
have been weakened to any ‘extent. It probably would not have been 
had the experimenters assured themselves of the success of their

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be. At Washington, as well as at European courts, where formerly 
suspicion was in évidence regarding the intentions of Venezuela, able 
men represent the South American republic. The celebration at- 
€aracas in honor of. the 100 years of Venezuelan independence gave 
ample proof that Europe as well as America welcomed a state of 
affairs which permitted the republic to celebrate the event with peace 
prevailing throughout\the domain. If undisturbed by internal 
upheavals, the ‘nation should from now on make rapid strides 
torward. 

In‘his last message to the Venezuelan Congress, President Gomez 
dwelt particularly on the foreign relations. The claims which pri- 
mdrily gave rise to European. interference are being adjusted accord- 
ing to agreement. The Hague tribunal has been made use of to 
good effect. The arbitral spirit of the Venezuelans is everywhere 
in evidence, and peace within and without guarantees unhindered 
development. There is no question that Senor Castro is a man of 
courage, and that perhaps he is honest with himself to the extent 
that he believes he is destined again to lead Venezuela. But Latin 
America no longer accepts of methods that were general. in former 
years. Neither Central nor South America longer welcomes a dic- 
tatorship. Senor Castro, if really wishing his country well, may 
serve it best by keeping away from it. 7
